GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  TIIE  AREA. 


IDSPITALS. 

1.  TUBERCULOSIS 

There  are  no  hospitals  for  the  reception  of  tuberculous  patients  in 
this  district.  Suitable  cases  are  admitted  to  Hawkmoor  Chest  Hospital, 
Bovey  Tracey. 

2.  ISOLATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Any  cases  of  infectious  diseases  which  cannot  be  isolated  or  properly 
cared  for  at  home,  are  conveyed  to  the  Kingsley  Hospital,  which 
comprises  30  beds,  4 cots  and  8 observation  cubicles. 

3.  POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION. 

Oral  Vaccine  is  now  being  used  for  this  purpose.  Persons  up  to  the 
age  of  40  years  are  eligible  for  vaccination, 

4.  GENERAL. 

The  Bideford  and  District  Hospital  serves  the  district  extremely  well 
for  General  Medical  and  Surgical  treatment.  The  hospital  contains 
about  51  beds.  Hospital  facilities  are  also  available  at  the  North 
Devon  Infirmary,  Barnstaple,  and  the  Royal  Devon  and  Exeter  Hospital, 
Exeter, 

5.  MATERNITY  CASES. 

Maternity  cases  may  be  admitted  to  the  North  Devon  Infirmary, 

Barnstaple  and  also,  by  arrangement  with  the  Devon  Cotinty  Council,  to 
the  Grenville  Nursing  Home,  Bideford, 

6.  DISTRICT  NURSINl. 

This  service  has  been  improved  now  that  there  is  a nurse  resident 
in  Ilartland  and  another  in  Bideford,  whose  area  includes  Parl<ham  and 
Buckland  Brev;;er,  and  one  at  Putford, 

7.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  Chemical  analyses  are  carried  out  by  Public 
Analysts  Messrs, Tickle  & Reynolds,  of  Queen  Street,  Exeter. 

8.  DISINFECTION  OF  INFECTED  BEDDING  AND  CLOTHING. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Bideford  and  District  Joint  Isolation  Hospital 
Board,  any  infected  bedding  and  clothing  can  be  disinfected  in  the 
steam  disinfecting  apparatus  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 

9.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

There  is  a St.  John  Ambulance  stationed  at  Bideford  which  serves  the 
rural  district.  There  is  also  a separate  ambulance  stationed  at 
the  Isolation  Hospital,  which  is  used  for  the  conveyance  of  patients 
suffering  from  any  of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases.

HOUSING  . 

Dvu?ing  the  year  the  Council  recommenced  the  housing  programme  with 
special  emphasis  on  bungalows  to  accommodate  old  persons  and  newly  married 
couples.  Tliree  - 2-bedroomed  bungalows  were  built  at  Northgate,  Hartland  and 
plans  were  approved  to  build  four  such  bungalows  and  four  5-bedroomed  houses 
at  Woolsery  and  four  houses  and  six  bungalows  at  Monkleigh. 

Undoubtedly  the  bungalov/s  will  fill  a long  felt  need  and  let  at  a 
comparatively  low  rent  of  15/-  a week,  they  are  substantially  subsidised 
from  the  general  rate  fund. 

It  is  considered  that  there  is  a need  for  more  bungalows  at  Hartland,  and 
some  at  Buckland  Brewer  and  Newton  St.  Petrock  where  at  the  last  mentioned  site 
it  is  also  proposed  to  erect  two  five  person  Council  Houses. 

During  the  year,  further  approaches  were  made  to  the  County  Council  as  the 
Welfare  Authority  to  enquire  vdiether  they  would  pay  a small  subsidy  to  the 
Council  tov/ards  the  cost  of  housing  old  people  in  bungalows  where  it  was  not 
possible  to  provide  a V/arden  Service  but  to  date  no  such  subsidy  has  been  paid. 
It  is  understood  in  other  Authorities  a V/arden  Service  has  been  provided  with 
as  few  as  eight  old  persons  bungalov/s,  but  even  with  this  low  ratio  of  units  to 
warden,  it  is  unlikely  to  be  a practicable  proposition  in  this  Rural  District, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  Hartland  when  a suitable  site  is  found  for  more 
bungalows • 

Twelve  nev;  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  by  private  enterprise  and 
the  number  is  increasing,  but  no  doubt  recent  financial  restrictions  may  reduce 
this  somewhat  for  a period.

HOUSING  GRANTS. 

30  Standard  Grants  were  approved  by  the  Council  during  the  year  and  one 
Discretionary  Grant,  making  a total  of  264  improvement  grant  schemes  approved 
by  the  Council  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme. 

This  improvement  grant  scheme  continues  to  prove  of  great  benefit  and  it 
has  not  been  found  necessary  to  publicise  the  grants  which  are  available  since 
these  are  well  known  throughout  the  district  and  full  advantage  is  being  taken 
of  same. 

Rather  less  was  paid  out  in  Standard  Grants  in  the  year  voider  review  than 
in  the  previous  year,  but  the  total  was  £3,287  and  £1,200  was  paid  out  on 
completed  works  for  Discretionary  Grant  Schemes.

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  or  houses  in  multiple  occupation  in 
the  district. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

All  the  parishes  in  the  Rural  District  have  main  piped  water  supplies 
and  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  domestic  properties  in  this  scattered  Rural 
District  have  a supply  from  same.  Obviously  all  the  main  centres  of 
population  throughout  the  district  and  many  outlying  parts  have  such  a 
supply  and  the  North  Devon  V/ater  Board,  who  are  the  statutory  Water 
Undertakers  for  the  district,  are  still  extending  their  mains  to  smaller 
communities,  of times  with  the  assistance  of  a grant  from  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 

For  the  first  time  dwelling  houses  in  Welcombe  parish  were  connected 
to  the  mains  during  the  year,  the  main  having  been  taken  from  the  new 
reservoir  near  Welcombe  Cross  and  an  extension  of  the  main  was  made  at 
Newton  St.  Petrock  from  Downraoor  to  Ford, 

There  are  large  sparsely  populated  parts  of  the  district  where  mains 
water  supply  would  be  welcomed,  the  north  and  south  parts  of  the  Hartland 
Parish  in  particular,  and  it  is  thought  that  there  is  the  possibility  that 
the  new  supply  taken  to  Vt/elcombe  may  in  time  join  up  \,d.th  the  supply  from 
the  Clovelly  high  level  reservoir  at  Stoke  thus  supplying  the  southern  part 
of  Hartland  Parish  serving  such  places  as  Limebridge,Elnscott  and  Southole  with 
possibly  branch  mains  off  to  PhiiLham  and  Edistone, 

58  new  domestic  connections  were  made  to  the  mains  in  the  district  during 
the  year  and  details  of  the  number  of  the  properties  supplied  in  each  Parish 
is  detailed  hereunder

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Samples  of  water  are  taken  regularly  throughout  the  district  from  the 
mains  and  these  have  been  found  to  be  Class  I,  There  have  been  no  complaints 
with  regard  to  the  supply  and  whilst  in  the  height  of  summer  it  was  found 
necessary  to  restrict  the  use  of  water  to  a minor  extent,  unquestionably  this 
part  of  the  Country  is  much  more  fortunate  in-so-far  as  its  main  water  supply 
is  concerned  than  elsewhere  in  the  Country, 

The  North  Devon  V/ater  Board  are  continuing  the  search  to  find 
alternative  sources  of  supply  and  to  build  up  storage  to  meet  the  ever  increasing 
need. 


Five  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  private  supplies  during  the  year  for 
analysis  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory  and 
the  samples  were  equivalent  in  standard  to  a Class  I water  supply, 

SEVJERAGE. 


Plans  to  provide  new  sewerage  schemes  at  Woolsery,  Bucks  Mills  and  Bucks 
Cross,  which  were  being  drawn  up  during  the  year  have  had  to  be  put  in  abeyance 
for  the  time  being  pending  a decision  on  other  development  in  the  district 
which  may  affect  such  schemes. 

Sewerage  schemes  are  being  provided  to  serve  the  Parish  of  Alwington,  one 
large  scheme  at  the  hamlet  of  Ford/Fairy  Cross  and  a small  scheme  in  the  hamlet 
of  V/oodtown,  which  schemes  will  shortly  be  completed. 

The  Village  of  Abbotsham  largently  requires  a new  system  of  sewers  and 
sewage  disposal  works  and  preliminary  surveys  for  such  a scheme  have  been 
commenced  and  it  is  thought  that  this  will  be  the  next  scheme  to  be  provided  by 
the  Council, 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  undermentioned  list,  the  majority  of  the  large 
Villages  in  the  district  have  an  adequate  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme, 
all  of  which  have  been  provided  in  recent  years,  but  even  so,  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  limit  the  development  in  some  Villages  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
potential  development  is  more  than  was  considered  likely  at  the  time  the  schemes 
were  drawn  up.  It  is  not  unreasonable  to  assume  that  when  the  Council  have 
finished  providing  new  schemes  throughout  the  district  where  they  are  urgently 
required,  it  will  be  necessary  to  enlarge  some  of  the  earlier  schemes  provided 
about  15/20  years  ago. 


Bucklcind  Brewer,  which  has  been  scheduled  as  a Key  Settlement  under  the 
County  Development  Plan,  is  likely  to  develop  considerably  and  both  here  and  at 
Horns  Cross  it  is  considered  extension  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  will  be 
necessary.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING . 


Arrangements  for  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  by  contract  in  the 
district  have  continued  to  work  satisfactorily,  and  minor  extensions  to  the 
scheme  have  been  brought  into  operation  during  the  year  imder  review  but  there 
are  still  a number  of  outlying  properties  in  the  district  off  the  main  roads 
which  are  not  being  served.  Consideration  is  being  given  to  extending  the 
service  still  further  to  serve  all  properties.

Frequency  of  the  service  depends  upon  the  locality  and  season  of  the 
year,  varying  from  twice  weekly  at  Lower  Clovelly,  weekly  at  Ilartland  Town 
and  fortnightly  or  four  weekly  in  the  remainder  of  the  district.  Whilst 
this  fulfils  the  basic  need,  a more  frequent  service  in  the  magority  of  the 
district  would  be  a great  improvement. 

A new  refuse  tip  has  been  opened  during  the  year,  a step  in  the  policy 
of  centralising  dumps  in  the  district  and  eventually  a number  of  those  small 
diamps  remaining  will  be  closed. 

Arrangements  for  the  provision  of  litter  bins  along  the  main  roads  in 
the  district  have  continued  and  extended  as  found  necessary.  These  litter 
bins  are  in  use  during  the  months  May  to  September  inclusive,  mainly  to  serve 
the  tourist  traffic.  This  has  proved  a most  satisfactory  arrangement  and 
undoubtedly  will  be  further  extended  as  the  traffic  on  the  roads  increases. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING  FACILITIES. 

Open  sea  bathing  is  available  at  many  points  along  the  coastline  of  the 
district  which  is  being  visited  increasingly  by  holidaymakers  and  there  have 
been  no  complaints  of  oil  pollution  on  the  beaches  - this  nuisance  has 
decreased  in  recent  years,  no  doubt  due  to  the  agreement  reached  between  the 
maritime  pov/ers  recently. 

During  the  year  under  review  2 ]public  swimming  pools  were  opened  in  the 
district,  one  sea  water  and  one  fresh  water,  both  open  air  and  the  water  in 
then  is  chlorinated. 


FOOD  AMD  DRUGS. 


A "nil"  return  was  again  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  early  this  year. 

FOOD  PRQ'IISES. 


No  contraventions  of  the  regulations  relating  to  food  premises  were 
found  during  the  year. 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  all  meat  is  obtained  from 
the  centralised  slaughterhouse  in  the  adjacent  Borough  of  Bideford,

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CAEAVAN  AND  CAMPING  SITES. 


The  caravan  and  camping  sites  licensed  for  use  in  the  district  proved 
adequate  for  the  increased  number  of  holidaymakers  visiting  the  district 
during  the  year  under  review.  All  these  sites  are  provided  with  the  amenities 
of  a satisfactory  water  supply,  water  closets  and  means  for  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  refuse  and  at  the  sites  v/here  caravans  remain  for  a 
considerable  length  of  time,  washing  facilities  and  showers  are  also  provided. 

A few  fields  in  the  district  are  used  for  camping  purposes  in  the  height 
of  the  summer  for  the  restricted  period  allowed  under  the  public  Health  Acts. 
Such  sites  do  not  provide  any  accommodation  whatsoever  in  the  way  of  water 
supply,  toilets,  etc.  other  than  those  available  at  the  dwellinghouse  nearby.
